The prior art of record neither discloses nor suggests a disk centering system 
having structural combination limitations of a disk mount portion on which a disk form 
recording medium is mounted, and at least three disk centering portions for pressing the 
an outer circumferential edge of said disk form recording medium, said disk centering 
portions being disposed in radial directions, with a reference point set at an arbitrary 
position of said disk mount portion as a center, wherein each of said disk centering 
portions (can be) is moved between a centering position at which said disk centering 
portion makes contact with said outer circumferential edge of said disk form recording 
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medium mounted on a disk mount surface so that the a center of rotation of said disk 
form recording medium substantially coincides with said reference point and a stand-by 
position located on the an outer side of said centering position with reference to said 
reference point, all as set forth in claims 1 and 12.
